Faltoao 
county furnishes ov. Vi patients received 
during the yaer 160 are married, 172 are single, 36 
are Widowed, and 48 have no personal history. 
During the year 69 farmers were received, 16 farm 
hands and 66 housewives. The professions make 
a slim showing, there being only one lawycr, one 
editor, four physicians and eight preachera. There 
are fivemerchants. It will be noted that the great 
mass of luuatics are composed of farmers, their 
wives and their servants. Just why a peaceful, 
rural occupation should furnish more luzatics 
than the professions and the various branches of 
business life is a question worth studying. The sta- 
tistics of the Georgia asylum are paraliel with those 
of the oldest states in the union in this regard.

GEORGIA’S CAPITOL. 


THE WORK OF EXCAVATION TO 
BE STARTED TO-DAY. 


A Big Lot of Machinery That Will Be Usedts Doa 
Part of the Work—Derricks and Travelers, 
Steam Engines and Various Other Ma- 
chines—Preperatiooes for Work. 


A few weeks hence the new capitol grounds 
will be a vast hive of active machinery and 
busy workmen. Machinery such as has nev- 
er been seen in Georgia before will manipu- 
Jate the stone and other material that wil! go 
into the building. The capitol ground will be 
a net work of tracks, shops, engines, derricks, 
etc. Three railroad tracks will enter the 
grounds from the Georgia railroad yard. 
The main track will enter at the 
corner of McDonough and Hunter 


streets, and run down the 
side of McDonough street to Mitchell. A 
second track will go down through the centre 
of the building to the dome and a third will 
rub around tothe Washington street side of 
the lot to a point where a “‘traveler’’ will be lo- 
cated. A traveler is a sort of elevated railway 
abeut twenty feet above the ground. Its 
track willrun the length of the building. 
This traveler will straddle the cars and take 
from them the 
IMMENSE SLABS OF. STONE 

as they come from the quarry and carry them 
to any desired place elong’ the line. 
It will be a very powerful 
piece of machinery and will lift pieces of 
stone containing a hundred’eubic feet. About 
midway down this traveler’s track there will 
be located three gangs of saws that will be 
used in cutting up the etone for the building. 
Here the stone will be sawed to the proper 
thickness and it will then be passed to the rubb- 
ing bed, an iron disk about twelve feet across 
sud about four inchesthick. This disk is an 
im mense affair and is revolved by a steam 
‘rgine. On to it the rock is put, held station- 
ary,and is rubbed smooth,just asa stone-cutter 
rubs or e picce of granite smooth with another.

EXTENSIVE WORKING SHEDS 
that wiil be locuted at the corner of Washing: 
ton und Mitchell, and is there cut into the ex- 
act shepe that ia needed for the walls so that 
it is ready for fitting in and only needs to be 
swung around into its place by the derricks, a 
nunmiber of which will be in use. There will 
be four massive walking derricks, one at each 
end and one at each side of the building. In- 
side the building there will be three large 
boom derricks that will be carried up with 
the building. One of them will be 
in the dome and the other two will 
be beside the dome. There will 
be three elevators for hoisting brick and sim- 
ilar material. The whole grounds will be cut 
up with a system oftramways. In one corner 
of the grounds will be the blacksmith shop, in 
another the lime ane cement warehouses, and 
in the corner of Hunter and Washington 
streets the offices of the contractors will be 
located. There will be 
SIX STATIONARY ENGINES 

on the grounds, and the work during this win- 
ter will require 150 men. After six months 
or so the contractors will employ an average 
of 200 men. The outlay tor the plant, thai is 
the machinery for doing the work, reaches 
740,000, 

‘“Shat is a considerable outlay for tools,’’ 
said a ConsTiTuTION man While talking to Mr. 
Horn yesterday. 

“Yes, but it is necessary, and will save us 
money intbeend. The most important fea- 
ture is that 1t will protect us against strikes, 
and the work will thereby proceed without the 
possibility of a break until the capitol is 
finished. There is a great deal of machinery, 
but we are obliged to have it all.”’ 

‘Where will you get it?” 

“Tam happy to say that I think I can g 
the most of itright here in the city. The en-

“Thad ro idea that such heavy work could 
be done in Atlanta. but Iam told that a bed 
was made for one of the marble quarries in 
ihe state that gave the fullest satistsction.”’ 

“When will you begin the work of excava- 
tion ?”’ 

‘To-morrow or nextday. Thetrenches will 
be dug only as fastas needed as we desire only 
to keep ahead of the concrete and granite work. 
It would bea bad idea to open to much of it 
at a time.” 

‘Tell me something about how the work is 
to progress in the futureé.’’ 

‘“We will begin laying out the exact spot for 
the building to-morrow. That will be the 
work preliminary to excavation. We expect 
to complete the foundation by next April, and 
to complete the basement story by the middle 
of August. lt will take us six months for the 
first story, six forthe second and six for the 
third,-and two months on the dome. That is

work, and will leave us eighteen months in 
which to do up the inside of the house.”’ 

The working force on the capitol will be 
managed by a _ superintendent, and 
rigger, a master mechanic, an engineer, @ 
bookkeeper in the office and a timekeeper on 
the grounds. There will be also a master 
stone cutter with about four under foremen. 
The capitol grounds are now a scene of the 
greatest activity, and that astivity will increase 
steadily until there will be 200 men at work 
on the house. The railroad tracks will be in 
in about ten days, and the plant will be in 
position in a very few weeks.
